An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312.

The following changes have been made in the subject of the apphcation to put the claims 
in a condition for allowance. 

Abstract 

Polyphase filters comprise a plurality of filters each filter having passive elements. The 
filters are provided with integrators comprising amplifiers with admittance elements in feedback 
paths to create one or more other poles not situated on the negative imaginary axis in the plane- 
zero plot. A conductance element couples an output of an integrator of the integrators to an 
input of a previous integrator for introducing a frequency shift for at least one pole in the plane 
pole-zero plot. A capacitor couples an output of the integrator to an input of a next integrator for 
improving the quality factor of the polyphase filter. A signal inversion allows conductance 
elements to have negative values necessary for locating at least one pole at the most optimal 
location in the plane pole-zero plot. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The applicant's amendment filed on 2/31/08 overcomes the technical deficiencies and the 
prior art rejection. Claims 1-7 are allowed because the prior art of record does not suggest "at 
least two filters, each comprising a series admittance element and a shunt conductance element, 
and one input of the operational amplifier being coupled to a fixed reference potential" as 
combined in claim 1 .
